Anticipated 1951 

This season's Illinois corn crop is 
expected to be 8,975,000 bushels less 
than anticipated a month ago, 

Total production is now estimated 
at 493,625,000 bushels, still well 
above .the 419,934,000 bushels har- 
vested last year. 

No change from the September 
estimate was made on the soybean 
yield expected to be 88,300,000 bush- 
els, as compared to 94,752,000 bush- 
els In 1950. 

Some fields of corn have already 
been husked in southern Illinois, 
but harvesting is only beginning in 
the main corn belt, Two -thirds of 
the winter wheat seeding has been 
completed. 

These facts were disclosed in the 
October crop report of the slate and 
federal agriculture departments.

Raymond Moley devoted one of his recent News- 
week columns *o Senator Paul Douglas's valiant and 
almost totally unsuccessful effort to wring a little 



of the Federal budget. In conclusion he wrote: "It 
will .take more than name calling, phony statistics, 
and wisecracks by the President to dissipate the feel- 
ing over this country that since people are being 
forced by higher taxes to practice self-denial, the 
government should set the example, AH through 
the country there are too many glaring examples 
of Federal extravagances to ecsape notice. The 
country is a rich one, but it cannot stand military ex- 
penses of (the size that will be essential, unless there 
Is economy in nonmUitary spending. Taxes will not 
suffice, and inflation must be the deadly harvest." 

Every proposal to economize has been steamrollered 
4o death in Congress. That Is .true of .the huge 
rivers and harbors bill, which Is the pork-barrel de- 
luxe. It is true of such lesser matters as Senator 
Douglas's proposal to obolish the old practice of main- 
taining at, the taxpayer's expenses, a free barber shop 
for Senators. The number of Congressional voices 
which have been raised against waste are pitifully 
few, and can hardly be heard over the roaring "spend, 
spend; tax, tax, tax" chorus. 

If there is any better way to destroy a country from 
within than to countenance waste, extravagance and 
corruption in government, no one has thought «f it. 
The people arc being bled white by taxes now, and 
the incentive to work, to save, and to achieve is 
being destroyed. If we keep on going in the present 
direction there can be only one end — and that is na- 
tional bankruptcy and national ruin. It happened 
to great empires of past times. It can happen here. 

I am 'pealin' for help, folks, I am trying .to come up 
with an answer as to when the citizens of this land 
are going to find out that Govt, dinnero— foldin* type 
does not grow on vines, bushes, arid .trees. 

A few folks here and there with still a strain of

Motion Picture 
Industry Looks 
To Small Towns 

URBANA-CHAMPAION, M.— The 
motion picture industry has sudden* 
ly become small town conscious, 

The cause \ of it all is . the fact 
that television is siphoning off the 
motion picture audiences in metro* 
politan areas and dollar shortages 
abroad is curtailing foreign demand 
lor American films. So, the Industry 
•turned to the small towns with the 
: quest! on: what Is the prospect of 
Improving the motion picture bust* 
•rtess In small towns? 
. A survey to determine how well 
.the small-town exhibitor 1b succeed- 
ing in meeting the entertainment 
.requirement of • his public has been 
•made by I. I. Raines of the market- 
ing division of the University of 
Illinois. 

By means of a questionnaire sub- 
mitted to a sample of* adult resi- 
dents- In a single Illinois commu- 
nity, Raines sought to discover the 
frequency of attendance at mo- 
tion pictures, program preferences 
and dislikes, and other factors af- 
fecting attendance. 

Surveys Small Town 
For his sample Raines went to 
• small (3000 population) independ- 
ent community— not a suburb or 
adjacent to another town — where 

I there was but one motion picture 
theater, open dally and . presenting 

; advertising as . well as entertain- 
ment films. Only persons 15 years 
of age or over were queried on the 
assumption that from that age an 

i individual is free from parental au- 

Ithority in selecting the motion, pic- 
ture fare for which he pays admis- 
sion. 

Raines found the. local theater au- 
dience predominantly young, those 
between 15 and 20 attending most 
frequently. Next highest rate of 
attendance was in the age group 
'from 21 to 25. After 25 attendance 
drops materially— with the end of 
the courting period. Married peo- 
ple are more likely to attend mo- 
tion pictures when the children no 
longer require baby-sitters and have 
reached an age to accompany them. 

Mystery plays received the great- 
est number of mentions as first 
choice; comedy and musical com- 
edy had identical number of second 
choice listing. Comedy appears to 
be best received by the younger peo- 
ple, but musicals appeal to all age 
groups. Men prefer mystery, musi- 
cal comedy, and westerns— in that 
order. Among women, the first 
choice it equally divided between 
-musical comedy and drama, fol- 
lowed by romance and comedy. 

Dislikes Stated 

As for dislikes of the audience, 
war, western and operatic musical 
pictures seemed to be least popular. 
Single people appeared to dislike 
romantic films.- A prejudice against 
western films may have existed in 
this particular sample which in- 
cluded no farm population, because 
the local movie house showed west- 
ems every Saturday for "the bene- 
fit of the marketing farmers. 

The advertising films shown in 
connection with the entertainment 
features appeared to be unpopu- 
lar, but not to the extent that it 
would be worth paying more not 
to have them included. There 
■eemed to be an unsatisfied de- 
mand for sports films as well ai 
for short comedies and newsreeli. 
Divergence of interests within such 
a small group presents an almost 
unsolvable problem to the small 
town exhibitor who can not afford 
to cater to the mora descrimlnating.

PENFIELD, N.Y,r-T h e smell 
town of Pentleld was host to its 
first big convention during June 
Over three hundred individual 
members of the Northern Central 
New York Volunteer Firemen's As- 
sociation, representing 110 fire 
companies in eight counties, attend- 
ed the convention. 

Outstanding feature of the- two 
day event was a mutual aid dem- 
onstration held by fire companies 
from Fenfleld, East Rochester, 
Falrport, West Walworth, Webster, 
Pittsford, Busness's Basin, Egypt 
and a pumper company from the 
city of Rochester. 

Thousands of feet of hose were 
used and over a hundred firemen 
took part In the demonstration. The 
convention was topped off with a 
parade of 80 fire companies and 50 
bands.

Fifty years ago in Illinois, 140 
persons out of every 100,000 died 
of tuberculosis. Last year the death 
rate from this disease was only 
25.4 per 100,000. 

Reporting this notable reduction, 
the state Department of Public 
Health says tuberculosis still ranks 
as the eighth greatest cause of death 
in Illinois, and is second only to 
pneumonia among the fatal com- 
municable diseases. Tuberculosis 
strikes hardest at persons in the 
productive years of life, the depart- 
ment pointed out. 



More For Road Building 
The State of Illinois will have 
about $154,000,000 to spend on road 
building during the two years from 
July 1, 1951 to June 30. 1953, ac- 
cording to Charles P. Casey, direc- 
tor of the state Department of Pub- 
lic "Works and Buildings. 

The money will come from higher 
gasoline taxes, increased truck fees, 
and federal aid amounting to about 
$65,000,000, Casey said. He pre- 
dicted still further expansion of 
highway construction in 1954, when 
the gas tax will be five cents, and 
a higher scale of truck fees will be 
in effect.
